On great stretches of fertile land in the 
heart of Southern California is found 
the wine growing district of Cuca- 
monga. 

Cucamonga, which in Indian means 
“land of many waters.” is one of 
California’s richest grape baskets and 
wine cellars. From the scenic wineries 
dotted in this area come wines that 
have earned world-wide respect and 
recognition. 


The Cucamonga vineyards are nes- 
tled at the foot of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains and press close to the bor- 
der of the Los Angeles County line. 


Romance and lore are words synony- 
mous with Cucamonga, for the very 
birth of the California wine industry 
was not far from where today’s vine- 
yards flourish under the warm South- 
ern California sky. 


The vine first came to California with 
the Mission Fathers. For asthey moved 
into California one of their first chores 
upon founding a mission was the 
planting of a vineyard. Wines from 
these vineyards were used to wel- 
come the weary traveler and in reli- 
gious rituals of the Padres, as well as 
for a mealtime beverage. 

The soilandclimate ofthe area 
brought out the very best in the vine 
and by 1824commercial wine growers 
followed the success of the Padres. 


From this beginning of more than a 
century ago, has grown the Southern 
California wine district of today, with 
Cucamonga the heart of an area 
which last year put more than 37,- 
000,000 bottles of wine onto American 
tables. These wines were almost 
evenly divided between dessert and 
dinner wines. The dessert wines rich 
and sweet, the dinner wines soft and 
mellow.
